“Dictatorship of the Proletariat’ 
in alliance with the peasantry. It 
Trotsky’s failure to under- 
stand this road pointed out by 
Lenin that caused him to make 
his counter-revolutionary mistakes 
concerning the attitude toward 
the peasantry and counterpose his 
phrase “the permanent revolution” 
against the Leninist teachings. 
Just as Trotsky today tries to 
becloud the issue by charging Com- 
rade Stalin with “Thermidor” and 
“Personal dictatorship’ so imme- 
diately following the period of 1905 
Trotsky in alliance with. Martov 
Axelrod, two enemies of Bol- 
shevisin, wrote a scurrilous pam- 
phlet against Lenin in which he 
covered up his own counter-revo- 
‘utionary theories by accusing Le- 
nin of being a candidate for the 
post of dictator.” Lenin himself, 
more than once exposed and show- 
ed up Trotsky’s fallacies. In his 
leeted works he characterizes 
Trotsky as follows:

“Trotsky was an open adhe- 
rent of the Iskra from 1901 
ti'l 1908, and Rjasanov named 
the role played by Trotsky at 
the Party Congress in 1903 that 
‘Lenin's cudgel.’ By the 
of 1903 Trotsky was «an 
menshevist, he had de- 
serted from the Iskra to the 
economists, He proclaimed 
that deep chasm vawncd 
between the old and the new 
iskra.’ In the years 1904-5 he 
left the mensheviki and main- 
tained an irresolute attitude; 
at one time he co-operated with 
Martinov (an economist), at 
another time he dished up his 
left ‘permanent revolution’ a- 
gain. In 1906-7 he approached 
the Bolsheviki, and in the 
spring of 1907 he declared him- 
self in full agreement with Ro- 
sa Luxemburg. 

“During the epoch of the 
decline he turned to the right 
after lengthy ‘anti- fractional’ 
vaciilations, and in August 
1912, he joined the bloc of liqu- 
idators. Now he leaves them 
again, but in all essentials he 
repeats their ideas, 

“Such types are character-" 
istic of the crumbling away of 
the historical formations of yes- 
terday, when the mass labor 
movement in Russia was not 
fully awakened.”
